CITY PAY $150 A MONTH 
TO BOSS A ROCK-BREAKER 














Two Inspectors Called Into Con- 
tinuous Consultation Over Work 
of Sledge-Hammer Sculptor. 


Taxpayers in North St. Eouls are 
wondering how much longer it will be 
necossary for the city to pay the sal- 
aries of two street inspectors to watch 
one man break rock on a vacant lot at 
Twenty-first and Angelica streets. 

The Street Department recently filled 
an old quarry pond on Twenty-first 
street, near the intersection of Angelica. 
While this work was being done the in- 
spectors were supervising it. It was 
completed two months ago, but the in- 
spectors are still on guard. 

Street inspectors get salaries of $75 
a month, while the man who is break- 
ing the rocks gets less than $2 a day. 
In order to get $0 worth of work out of 
the rock breaker the city is paying $150 
a month additional for the services of 
the two inspectors. 

Street Commissioner Travilla referred 
a Post-Dispatch reporter to Andrew 
Sheridan, superintendent of the district. 
Mr. Sheridan said: ‘‘We have one in- 
spector assigned to duty at Twenty-fffth 
and Angelica streets, and there is an- 
other man there who sometimes does 
hauling. We have to have the inspector 
there to prevent people from making a 
dumping ground of the street. Some 
men were there breaking rock for the 
Street Department a little while back.”

ed by resolutions passed by the First 
Church of the Disciples of Christ» in 
New York VUity, of which he was pastor 
at the time of his elopment with Mrs. 
E. Bartol Jr., last May. 

The resolutions, passed by the Official 


Board of the New York church Wednes- 
day night, give as a reason for with- 
drawing the credentials of the minister 
the fact that he has been named in the 
divorce suit filed by. Mr. Hall. 

Since the minister and the wife of his 
former friend, who is a_ millionaire, 
with a fine country seat at Glen Cove, 
l.. I., disappeared last May the state- 
ment has often been made that they 
had eleped. A few members of his con- 
gregation, however, stood by the miss- 
ing pastor and refused to believe that 
he was gullty.

A cinder from a locomotive, threat- 
ening to destroy the sight of one of 
Margaret Neumann's‘ eyes, in which it 
lodged, caused her long worry, which 
resulted in illness. By a strange asso- 
ciation of ideas the distressed young 
woman, when tempted to end ‘her life. 
sought a railroad yard and her pur- 
pose was confirmed by the sight of pass- 
jng locomotives, made hateful to her by 
her long suffering. © 

She threw herself under an Iron Moun- 
tain passenger train at the foot of Tes- 
son street and died at 4:30 a. m. Thurs- 
day, eight hours later. 

Miss Neumann lived at 1830 Benton 
street. The house there has been occu- 
pled by her family for 50 years, and 
néarly everyone in that part of North 
St. Louis knows them. | 

Nine months ago as she was walkipg 
near a railroad track, a cinder blew into 
her eye. Serious inflammazon followed 
and for weeks it was feared that she 
would lose the sight of the eye, and 
possibly the eyeball. 


Fenred Loss of Her Ere. 

The fear of this disfigurement and its 
compelling her to drop her occupation 
of milliner, had such an effect on the 
young woman's mind that, even after 
the cinder was removed and her eye 
showed no trace of the injury, she 
talked of the misfortune and brooded 
over it. 

For more than a week past the family 
‘watched her, in the fear that she would 
do herself harm. While her mother was 
away for a short time Wednesday night, 
Miss Neumann slipped out of the house 
and got on @ Broadway car She rode 
until she reached the Iron Mountain 
tracks in Carondelet. 

Both Her Feet Cut O@. 

She appeared at the home of Mrs. 
Laura Knize, 916 Polk street, and asked 
for a drink of water, which was given 
her. 

A. few minutes later Mrs. Knize saw 


| the young woman step toward the track 


as a train approached. Suddenly she 
threw herself toward th. rail. One of 
the coaches pushed her aside, so that 
only her feet went beneath the wheels. 
Both feet were cut off. 

After reaching the City Hospital, the 
young woman begged surgeons to end 
her life. She remained conscious — 
shortly before. her death.

SUSPECTED 0 
BOY'S MURDER 


Head of Victim Is Found in 
Chicago Drainage © 
Canal. 








ONE ARREST IS MADE 
Believed That Crime Resulted 
Frem Attempted Exposure 
of Slavery System. 








CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—The mysterious 
murder of the boy whose lower limbs 
and torso were found Tuesday and yes- 
terday was somewhat clarified by the 
finding today of the head of the victim. 

The hacked and severed limbs were 
found in Mud Lake, the torso a mile 
and a half from that place under a 
bridge, and the head was fished out of 
the drainage canal —a considerable dis- 
tance below the bridge. 

The police declare that identification 
of the victim is probable. 

Acting on the theory that the murder 
was the work of padrones attacked in 
the recent prosecution of Greek ‘‘boy 
slave’ cases, one arrest was made to- 
day, that of a Greek known as an im- 
porter of boys from Greece. The police 
refused to divulge the name of their 
prisoner. 

The Greek letters “D’’ and ‘Z’’ em- 
broidered in red silk on a pillow slip and 
a boy’s flannel undershirt found with 
the mutilated torso have furnished the 
police the most tangible clew they have. 


Medical Students Not In Case. 

The Fedef€al authorities are also tak- 
ing a hand in the case, believing the 
boy was imported recently and forced to 
work for wealthy masters and then mur. 
dered because he revealed or threatened 
to reveal the secrets of the dealers in 
human chattels. 

The torso was found in the drainage 
canal under the Santa Fe bridge late 
yesterday afternoon following the dis- 
covery eurlier of two human legs a few 
blocks away. 

A satchel found floating contained 
several collars, size 15, and cuffs. On 
one of the collars the detectives found 
the name of a Greek collarmaker, Xen- 
ophon P. Lambropalos, 158 Iolou Alo- 
voy, Athens, Greece, and on the shirt 
the ‘initials, “‘D. Z.”’ : 


Missing Boys Are Sought. 

These facts led the authorities to be- 
live the boy was Greek and the brand 
of the’ collars caused the belief that he 
had only recently come to this coun- 
try. ort . , 

All the circumstances indicate one of 
the most atrocious murders in the his- 
tory of Chicago. | : 

For some time United States District 
Attorney Sims has been trying to break 
up the practice of padronism in Chicago 
and on several occasions has summoned 
Greek boys before United States Com- 
missioner Foote to testify. It is believed 
that one of these boys, who told on his 
masters recently, may have been mur- 
dered.

Joseph Kersey, 35 years old, of 3201 
North Broadway, and two associate 
workmen, employed inthe galvanizing 
department of the National Enameling 
and Stamping Co., at Second and Des- 
trehan streets, were terribly burned 
at 2:30 a. m. Thursday, when a huge 
cauldron of molten galvanizing metal 
exploded. 

Kersey, whose duty it 1s to apply a 
solution of sal ammoniac to the sheets 
of iron before they are sent through 
the hot metal to be galvanized, failed 
© put the flux on one sheet, and when 
t was started through the metal by 
the other workmen there was an explo- 
tion, which threw the hot metal about 
the galvanizing room, around the caul- 
fron for a distance of more than 20 
leet. 

One Man Stays to Help. 

e There were 15 men in the room, but 
nly Kersey, Michael. Mulick and Mi- 
thael Naicia were close enough to be 
jurned. William Kramer, the night 
oreman, escaped the molten stuff and 
Vas the only man who did anything to 
lid the victims of the mishap. 
The other workmen ran for the open. 
the floors of the foundry, where hot 
netal is used, are kept wet ‘constantly, 
md the galvanizing room was quickly 
Ned with an almost suffocating clou.. 
¢ steam and the fumes of molten 
aetal. 

Kersey, Mulick and Naicia were 
vrithing on the brick floor. Large 
nasses of the molten metal had 
truck them, burning through their 
Jothing and searing the flesh. 

Saves Men From Fumes, 

Through the smoke, Kramer could 

ee the bodies of the three men, and 
ie frantically tried to reach them, 
ut each time was driven back by the 
umes. Finally, he seized a long iron 
ar, fashioned like a rake, with which 
be hot metal sheets are moved, and 
rith this he drew the three men away 
rom the cauldron, 
The other workmen then came back, 
nd the three injured men were car- 
led into the fresh air. An ambu- 
ince conveyed them to the City Hos- 
ital, 

Kersey and Mulick are burned al- 
:0st all over their bodies, and Naicia 
s burned on the body, head and face. 

At the City Hosp'al it was said the 
nree men were in a dangerous con- 
ition. The physicians believe that the 


lg@ht of both of Kersev’s eyes is de- 
troyed, When the men reached the 
fospital masses of metal, which had 
cooled, still clung to their bodies.

Joseph Kersey, 35 years old, of 3201 
North Broadway, and two associate 
workmen, employed in the galvanizing 
department of the National Enameling 
and Stamping Co., at Second and Des- 
trehan streets, were terribly burned 
at 2:30 a. m. Thursday, when a huge 
cauldron of molten galvanizing metal 
exploded. 

Kersey, whose duty it 1s to apply a 
‘solution of sal ammoniac to the sheets 
of iron before they are sent through 
the hot metal to be galvanized, failed 
to put the fiux on one sheet, and when 
t was started through the metal by 
the other workmen there was an explo- 
tion, ‘which threw the hot metal about 
the galvanizing room, around the caul- 
fron for a distance of more than 20 
leet. 

One Man Stays to Help. 
There were 15 men in the room, but 
nly Kersey, Michael Mulick and Mi- 
thael Naicia were close enough to be 
lurned. William Kramer, the night 
oreman, escaped the molten stuff and 
vas the only man who did anything to 
id the victims of the mishap. 

The other workmen ran for the open. 
the floors of the foundry, where hot 
netal is used, are kept wet ‘constantly, 
md the galvanizing room was quickly 
led with an almost suffocating clou.. 
* @ steam and the fumes of molten 
aetal. 

Kersey, Mulick and Naicia were 
vrithing on the brick floor. Large 
nasses of the molten metal had 
truck them, burning through their 
Jothing and searing the flesh. 

Saves Men From Fumes, 

Through the smoke, Kramer could 
ee the bodies of the three men, and 
ie frantically tried to reach them, 
ut each time was driven back by the 

umes. Finally, he seized a long iron 
ar, fashioned like a rake, with which 
be hot metal sheets are moved, and 
rith this he drew the three men away 
rom the cauldron. 
The other workmen then came back, 
nd the three injured men were car- 
led into the fresh air. An ambu- 
ince conveyed them to the City Hos- 
ital, 

Kersey and Mulick are burned al- 
10st all over their bodies, and Naicia 
s burned on the body, head and face. 
At the City Hosp''al it was said the 
nree men were in a dangerous con- 
ition. The physicians believe that the 


ight of both of Kersev’s eyes is de- 
troyed, When the men reached the 
fospital masses of metal, which had 
ooled, still clung to their bodies.

State primary election is that six of the 
Democratic candidates for State offices 
come trom one section of the State. A 
convention would not have made that 
biunder. The primary law is certainly 
open to criticism.’’ 

“If the purpose of the primary law is 
to curtail the power of the political or- 
ganizations and ward bosses it will not 
be a success,” said former Gov. Lon V. 
Stephens. 

“Tt means that a candidate in order to 
defeat the organization will have to 
have an organization of his own, and 
this means a larger outlay of money. 
Assuredly, the new law does not help 
the poor candidate, but on the contrary, 
it greatly protracts the time during 
which he must make the race for the 
office. 

“Of course, the primary law gives he 
voter a greater number of candidates 
from which to choose and if the people 
at large have the intelligence and dis- 
crimination which are credited to them, 
they will benefit this much. 

“But this first trial only is an experi- 
ment and, we cannot tell the full merits 
and demerits of a new plan by its first 
trial. 

“T havé been of the opinion for some 
time that the general, primary plan is 
not a good thing. Good candidates can- 
not be selected in this manner as they 
can by the convention plan, in my opin- 
ion. The general primary law allows 
too many fanatics to get their views be- 
fore the people and does not abolish 
crookedness, as was shown by the vot- 
ing. 

“There is no revision provided in the 
new law; the returns must be accepted 
as they are sent in and this allows for 
gross irregularities. Again, the fact 
that Republicans can vote the Demo- 
cratic ticket and vice versa demands 
separate party primaries if this plan is 
to be continued.”’ 

Impractical, Howe Thinks. 

Chairman Howe of the Republican 
City Central Committee regards the new 
primary law as impractical. 

“In a convention the delegates have 
ar opportunity to deliberate on the qual- 
ifications of candidates, being thus more 
able to select competent men than is a 
voter, who must make his choice in a 
short time. Again, the fact that many 
Republicans of St. Louis voted for Sta- 
pel for Governor on the Democratic 
ticket at Tuesday's primaries does not 
give the Democrats the right to nomi- 
nate their own choice. 

“The new primary law makes two

Richard Hanlon, secretary of the Cow- 
herd Business Men’s Club, declares the 
new primary law is wholly unsatisfac- 
tory. 

“Tt was the most friendly election,” 
he said, ‘“‘that I ever saw. Neither party 
cared what the other did and all kinds 
ef irregularities were practiced.” 

George W. Allen, 6861 Cabanne. ave- 
nue, favors a special primary registra- 
tion for the primary election, which 
shall require each voter to state his 
party affiliations. 

“Lawler’’ Daley, chairman of the Dem- 


ward was concerned. The voters turned 
out in large numbers and did not hesi- 
tate to express a choice for their fa- 
vorites. What’s sauce for the goose is 
sauce for the gander. All we want is 
au even break. The primary law seems 
to have given that much.” 
Bosses Beneficiaries, Says Gray. 
Benjamin F. Gray, president of the 
Board of Police Commissioners, believes 
that the law is a failure. ‘“‘We should 
have a new law,” he said. “The law 
as it stands gives the opportunity for 
party leaders to fix things to suit 
themselves.’’ 
“There is no question but the new 
primary law should be repealed,’’ said 
Circuit Judge Matt G. Reynolds. ‘rhe 
primary law was never very strong 
among the voters in the State, anyhow. 
The new law puts the power in the 
hands of the bosses. It is without legal 
safeguards, and without check or rea- 
son. The independent vote is against 
thy 
“The primaries strengthen the machine 
instead of regulating it,’’ said ISaac H. 
Lionberger. ‘“‘The only way a candi- 
date has any strength is by entering 


into an alliance with the bosses, I am 
opposed to the primary la as it 
stands.”’ 


“If one could be permitted to pry 
open the ballot boxes a machine-made 
nemination would be shown from top 
to bottom,” said J. V. S. Barret. 

Charles Nagel said: “I am not sure 


that the new primary law has worked 
very well or accomplished its purpose. 
The suggestion of the organization still 
controls the voter, which is the thing 
the new law seeks to obviate. 
“The Democrats forced the new pri- 
mary law upon the people to take ad- 
vantage of the people, but they got the 
worst of it,’”’ said Subtreasurer Thomas 
J. Akins. ‘“‘As a’ matter of fact the 
Democratic State ticket is the weakest 
they could have nominated.” 


O’Reilly Sees Faults. 
Gerald B. O'Reilly, real estate, said: 
“Almost everyone agrees that the pri- 
mary plan worked badly. I do not think 
any system can be satisfactory under 
which Republicans have the right to se- 
lect Democratic candidates, or vice 
versa. 
“A partisan voter naming candidates 
for the opposite party is not likely to 
name good ones. If some way could be 
devised to have a genuine contest for 
every nomination, it might do away 
with this evil. The absence of any op- 
position to Hadley seems to have caused 
thousands of Republicans to vote as 
Democrats.”’ 
Robert Moore, engineer, said: ‘One 
trouble with the Jate primary was that) 
the voters did not turn out in sufficient 
number. 
“I have heard it said that more voters 
would have done no good, as their vote 
would have been split among a num- 
ber of candidates,while the machine 
concentrated on one candidate. 
Hugh I. McSkitmming, printer, de- 
feated candidate for Congress: ‘The 
primary law gives the people a chance 
to express themselves. But the benefit 
of it is lost when the people fail, as 
they did Tuesday, to go out and vote. 
It might be said that in some votes it 
would make no difference—that the votes 
would not be counted as they were cast. 
But in most casés this could be over- 
come if the voters would turn out in 
other wards.

August Brassart, whose skill as a sil- 
versmith in Paris 60 years ago aided 
Daguerre in completing his famous pro- 
cess for making photographs, is dead. 
For the past 10 years he has lived in 
comparative obscurity in St. Louis, and 
the notice of his death was kept from 
publication in accordance with his dying 
wish. 

Brassart died July 28 at the Lutheran 
Hospital, after an operation. His daugh- 
ter, Mra. A. R. Dostal, 2822 North Euclid 
avenue, kept the death secret, in ac- 
cordance with her promise to him. 

Brassart had been living for the past 
four years at the Memorial Home, 
Grand and Magnolia avenues, and his 
wife died there three years ago. The 
old man, whose skill had provided ample 
resources while his eyesight was good, 
was deeply sensitive over his inability 
to support himeelf. 

Work Attracted Attention. 

Brassart was brought te the United 
States soon after his work as Daguerre’s 
assistant attracted attention, and was 
employed by the founders of what is 
known as the “Brass Trust."" Ten years 
ago he came to St. Louis. tT 

Only once in that 10 years did Brass- 
art attract public attention. That was 
in 1901, when his address before the 
Missouri Photographers’ Association 
was widely discussed. 


Brassart didn’t like that. He was 


‘opposed to publicity. With the coming 


of financial reverses this trait deepened, 
and he sought to shroud his death, as 
he had hjs later life, in secrecy. 

One of the members of his daughter's 
family, ‘however, wrote to relatives in 
Waterbury, Conn., mentioning his death, 
and dispatches from Waterbury Thurs- 
day made it known here.

Lawless Visitors From City 
Menace to Morals and 
Injure Property: 





Aroused by the failure of officials in 
St. Louls County to preserve order in 
the South Broadway district, and their 


‘ gailure to close saloons on Sunday and 


prevent the congregation of crowds of 
disorderly persons, residents of that 
district will hold a mass meeting in St. 
Andrew's School Hall Friday evening to

W. Dunn of 356 Hoffmeister avenue,

S. Army Officer Says 
Mishap Proves Dirigibles 
Impracticable. 


U. 





By Wire from the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.,—Although 
recognized aS a severe blow to Count 
Zeppelin the destruction of the German 
war balloon does not discourage officers 
engaged in experiments intended to pro- 
duce an airship suitable for the United 
States Army. Zeppelin’s craft catight 
fire from sparks from a brazier while 
a new propeller was. being molded for 
the machine. Brigadier-General James 
Allen, ehief of the Signal Corps, believes 
the accident shows that. ‘the American 
experimenters are nearer #ight in the 
fundamentals than either the aren 
or French inventors. 

“To my mind the destruction of the 
Zeppelin ship*means that the rigid dirig- 
ible can never be uséd except as a fort- 
ress balloon,”’ said Gen. Allén 

“Our balloons are of the collapsible 
type. The French use the semi-rigid 
type. Both the Gérmans- and the 
French have had actidents» Which could 
not have happetied with the type with 
which we are experimehting. Each has 
a rip valve, which lets out ‘the gas in 
a few seconds. In the Zeppelin ship the 
aluminum skin made it impossible for 
the gas bags to be ripped opén.”’ 

The lost vessel was the fourth that 
Count Zeppelin had constructed. When 
his own money became exhdusted the 
German Reichstag voted him $125,000, 
and his airship No. 4 was the result. 
The German Government had agreed to 
buy this ship conditional on-its ful- 
the prin- 
cipal one being that it remain in the 
air 24 hours and land on terra fitma. 
This had not been achieved. 

The wrecked airship was. 448 feet long 

and about 45 feet in-diameter:. The sup- 
porting was a rigid. envélope of alum- 
inum with 16:separate compartments for 
gas. It was blunt at the bow, tapering 
thence to the stern, where the steer- 
ing device was fixed. Underneath 
were two independent platforms, each 
carrying a 140-horsepower motor. 
» Sixteen passengers have. been, taken 
aloft at one time. \.Sleeping accom- 
modations were provided for the crew, 
and an apparatus was _ installed for 
wireless telegraphy. 


TAFT ADVOCATES 
ARBITRATION IN 
DAMAGE SUITS 








al 


Would Dispense With Jury in 
Public Service Corpora- 
tion Cases. 





HOT SPRINGS, Va.,Aug. 6.— Discussing 
reform in the American judiciary sys- 
tem before the Virginia Bar Association 
today, Judge Taft advocated the set- 
tling through official arbitration of dam- 
age suits’ brought by employes against 
public service corporations. This dis- 
pensing with jury trial, he. said, is a 
success in Massachusetts and Engtand. 

“We cannot, of course, dispense with 
the jury system, Judge Taft said, but 
he favored every méans by which liti- 
gants could avoid delay and expense 
in civil cases. Hé asked that conserva- 
tism not be allowed to prevent re- 
forms which are in the interest of equal- 
izing the administration of justica be- 
tween the rich and the poor. 

The existence of. lynching is directly 
traceable to the k of uniformity and 
thoroughness in the enforcement of our 
criminal laws, said Mr. Taft. He con- 
tinued: 

“The inequality that exists in our 
present administration of justice that 
is later certain to rise ard to call for 
popular condemnation and reform is in 
the unequal burden-between delays and 
expenses of trial our system imposes on 
the litigant.”’ 

One remedy, Mr. Taft said, must be 
reform in our judicial procedure, which 
is now too cumbersome. Another would 
be more expeditioh on the part of judges 
in rendering their opinion. He declared 
that a great reform. might be effécte4, 
and State 
courts, by a mandatory reduction of tha 
court costs and fees.

apanese and American Ideals. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

In criticising, in an editorial under heading of ‘‘The 
Japanese and Their Laws,’’ how the youth of Nippon 
are being taught through the school text books some 
Oriental wisdoms, You givés such clever observation 
and opinion,as I became much interested to respond 
to you. It is especially catchy when you questions 
“how will the Japanese reconcile the conflicting 
claims of individual and social interests?’ Indved, 
that is the most vital point to be better resolved in 
the modern Japanese life, as they began to drift in 
the vast ocean of individualism away from their fo1- 
mer mooring of old belief. The latter rules their 
minds, but the tremendous flood of individual seuti- 
ments could never be checked. In America, individ- 
uals are completely emancipated, but Japanese are 
not. Japanese are more or less the property of pa- 
ternal government and patriarchal family. And it ‘s 
difficult for Japanese who are brought out by stoic 
like Bushido and ascetic like Buddhism, to under- 
stand the hint of American's life. To the American, 
first he is a man, then a citizen, or in the ideal side, 
first humanity, then the Government and law. Thus 
in this country highest virtue is the self-realizing 
complete development of manhood and womanhood 
Hence the American mind is inductive. He acts with- 
out hesitation for what he wants, he dves not mind 
even turning upside down the existing social order in 
seeking wealth, aggrandizement, or the girl he loves. 
He moves entirely upon the order of individualism. 
At first he seems intensely egotistic and jli-governed. 
But how un!‘que the paradox—what seemed a self-love 
@o us is enlightened to self-respect. What seemed to 
be intense egotism culminated in an immense patriot- 
ism and self-satrifice when the occasion called for 
it. What seemed exuberant individualism is really 
what makes this a country of really active and op- 
timistic people, most efficient in every branch. So- 
cialism failed to make much headway here. Indivia 
uglism is natural, socialism is artificial, so ig the 
Japanese old belief of country and Government, in 
which they see their own “self” a peck of straw 
while the Government and country are the chain of 
mountains to be first recognized. In this country the 
shape of individualism is different from the others. 
It has been grown with the coneeption of human des- 
and through ethical conception arrives to the 
thought of equality and freedom. The equality and 
freedom thus recognized are higher and sounder than 
these based upon sympathy and benevolence as social- 
ism advocates, or these founded upon the forced sense 
of duty and obligation for the country first ignoring 
or often sacrificing the individual self as the old be- 
lief of Japan teaches.

Bridge is a quaint and ceremonious game as far as the actual playing of 
Cards goes, though often resembling a stock market afterward. It is as full 
of etiquette as fencing. It doesn’t matter what you do to your opponent, but 
you must do it just so. The cards are dealt just as they are in denatured whist

Perfection in bridge, ,however, is 
not so easy a matter. It requires not only a knowledge of the 1111 rules and 
penalties, the best plays and the best methods of settling large debts on a 
small income, but it calls for great skill in deduction and mind reading.

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BRIDGE WHIST FOR BEGINNERS. 


—— 


Its Rules and Whimsies Explained for the Uninitiated by 














EORGE FITCH, the Peoria humorist, has an essay on bridge whist in 
Collier’s for Aug. 1. Here is some of his “information for the beginner.” 
Bridge whist can easily be explained to anyone who Knows all about

ordinary whist, compound fractions, Robert’s Rules of Order, wireless telegra- 


phy, mind-reading and silent signals. The rules of ordinary whist prevail as 
far as they go, but, in order to make the game appear more like real 
financiering, each suit is given a different value in the counting. Each trick 
over six when spades are trumps counts two pennies or automobiles, depend- 
ing upon the location of the game. Clubs count four, diamonds six and hearts 
eight. It is also possible to cut out trumps altogether by a simple mechan- 
ism, in which case each trick counts 12. 

Then, in order to add a Wall street zest to the game, the values of these 
tricks can be doubled or quadrupled by anyone with a taste for plunging; 
and in order to complicate matters still farther, so that the experienced 
player may get her just dues from the beginner, each court card is per- 
mitted at times to break into the score with a count of its own. This 
explains the double-entry feature of the game. After a hand has 
played, and the winner's extra tricks have been multiplied by, 2, 4, 6, 8, 12, 
%, 48 or 96, according to the value of the trumps and the intengi; of the pro- 
ceedings, the losers appropriate the pencil and do a little harvesting of their 


own. 
The fascination of bridge lies partly in the fact that the game continues 


®to be interesting long after the last card has been played. The participants 


generally play a rubber of three games, and then spend the rest of the even- 
ing doing sums in simple addition, to find out who won. Tonight they will 
find out who won last night’s game, but they will not find out Who won 
tonight’s game until someone remembers to bring home another tablet of 
scratch paper. 

‘Bridge is a quaint and ceremonious game as far as the actual playing of 
cards goes, though often resembling a stock market afterward. It is as full 
of etiquette as fencing. It doesn’t matter what you do to your opponent, but 
you must do it just so. The cards are dealt just as they are in denatured whist 
—thirteen to each player. 9This proves that there is something in the thirteen 


‘superstition, for every player immediately remarks about his or her bad luck. 


‘When the dealer has finished his nefarious work, he looks over his hand and 


figures out which suit is most likely to make his opponents wish they were dead. 
If he can’t find a good suit, or if his partner kicks him under the table, or if he 
thinks it is more fun to criticise some one else’s choice of trumps, he “passes 
it over” to his partner, compelling her to choose. When the trump has been de- 
cided, the eldest hand, which may or may not belong to the youngest player, 


coyly inquires: 


This is positively the only time that prayer and bridge whist get into the 
game room together. 

Formerly bylaw %, section 6, prescribed that if the dealer led from his 
own hand when he should have led from the “dummy” hand he must be penal- 
ized one trick. This rule, however, led to so much nervoug prostration and 
temporary insanity that it has recently been suspended from all bridge’ whist 
that is played on the low gear. ; 

When the hand has been played the winners add up their extra tricks, 
multiply the score properly, and enter it in the proper place on the scorecard. 
Both aides then quarrel over the question of “honors’’ or court cards, and the 
side which wins enters its honor score in another part of the ledger. Thirty 
points constitute a game and two games out of three make a rubber. The win- 
ner of the rubber gefs 100 extra peints for its honor score, which is not in- 
cluded in the game score. When the evening’s play is over the players retire 
for refreshments, leaving their secretaries and tellers to post up the books and 
compute the returns. When the game is played merely for amusement this 
ceremony is often omitted, the books being balanced once a month.

NEW YURK, Aug. 6.—R. L. Delisser, 
a New York racing pro..oter, has fre- 
turned from the Island of Jamaica with 
the announcement that the Knutsford 
Park track in Jamaica will try to secure 
the racing which would ordinarily take 
place at New Orelans and Bennings. 
“The wiping out of the New Orleans 
and Washington tracks means that the 
East will be left this winter without any 
track,’’ said Delisser, “‘and that the only 
track in the country in the winter 
months will be that in Caufornia. 

“The Knutsford Park management fig- 
ures that it will be much better able to 
handle the work of the Eastern racing 
stable than vcalifornia. 

“It costs $1000 a car to ship horses 
from New York to California, 12 horses 
in a car, and only $30 each, $360 for 12, 
to send horses from here to Jamaica. 
“California is separated from New 
York by several hours’ difference in 
time; Jamaica by only seven minutes; 
so that the poolrooms in New York cnd 
through the East can operate in proper 
hours on the Jamaica races.”’ 

Mr. Delisser says he understands that 
$150,000 has already been put up for en- 
larging the Jamaica track, and that sta-

The latter is Rod- 
man Wanamaker of Philadelphia, who 
is the most heavily insured man in the 
world. 

James B. Colgate, a stock broker at 


than any other resident of New York, 
his policies aggregating $1,500,000. The 
millionaires and multi-millionaires of 
Philadelphia in proportion to their num- 
ber go in for life insurance more heavily 
than those of any other city. Statistics 
gathered by the Insurance Press show 
that 148 residents of Philadelphia are in- 
sured for $33,000,000, while New York 
with four times as many millionaires, 
has 491 residents insured for $57,000,000. 
Chicago has 185 millionaires insured for 
$24,000,000.

LONDON, Aug. 6.—Mrs. Eileen Mary 
Winter, aged 26, of Croydon, was given 
a sentence of two-days’ imprisonment, 
which meant a discharge, in a $250,000 
bigamy romance. She was accused of 
marrying Herbert Izanth Winter while 
her husband, a cabman named Worman, 
was still alive.
